No termination date for the Korean Conflict having 
been fixed by the statute conferring burial benefits with respect to 
Korean veterans, it is both necessary and proper to turn to other 
statutory provisions of a like nature to ascertain if the Lecislature 
has ever expressed itself on what it believes to be the termination 
date of the Conflict. As you indicate, two other statutes conferring 
benefits on Korean veterans have fixed July 27, 1953, as constituting 
the cut-off date. | 


The date chosen by the Federal Goverment in its 
programs for Korean veterans is immaterial and furnishes no guide 
for the interpretation of State Jaw in this regarde 

We believe it proper, then, to dean July 27, 1953, 
as marking "the cessation of hostilities" within the meaning of 
RSA 165117, Vie
